The Acquisition of Wealth. 

“ | wish T were rich ?” is an almost universal 
aspiration of mankind, and let the worldly posi- 
tion of the individual be what it may, an addi- 
tional amount of property is generally desired. 
True, there are now and then glorious exceptions 
to the rule, and we see among us men who ‘ex- 
pend upon benevolent objects the full amount 
of their surplus income; but, as the general 
thing, the desire of acquisition grows at least in 
an equal rate to success; and what is equally 
true, the disposition to be liberal too frequently 
contracts in the same proportion. 
| The active competition in all departments of 
_ trade, and the strenuous exertions necessary to be 
| put forth in order to gain the precedence, engen- 
ders a morbid desire for extraordinary success. 
As the emery courser strains every muscle 
to win the field, so does the business man! in’ 
the purguit of wealth, labor on with untiring 
energy. Although cause is the possession of 

rty, the efficient one is the effort itself put 
orth for its acquisition. How frequently do we 
see men who have spent many years of life in 
active pursuits, retire upon a competence, and 
then, for want of the stimulus to activity, be- 
come perfectly wretched. They toiled cheer- 
fully through a succession of years with the idea 
of retiring some day for the purpose of enjoying 
the fruits of their labors; yet the wished-for day 
at length arrives, they are, after a miserable in- 
terval of inactivity, driven back again to busi- 
ness by the unconquerable force of habit. 

Conutemptible as is the disposition of the miser, 
and foolish as it may appear in the abstract. for 
un judividual to labor for an increase of wealth 
when he already possess more than he knows 
what to do with, yet the desire for gain, by stim- 
ulating exertion, developes all the resources 
of a people, and is really beneticia] to mankind. 
Ifa man has merely to, put forth his hand in 
order to pluck all the necessaries of life, : his 
activities will searcely exceed the required ex- 
ertion ; whereas if he must wring out his subsis- 
tance from @ barren and unyielding soil, or gain. 
support from a business requiring strenuous ex- 
ertion, he will become an energetic and _ beneti- 
cient agent in developing to the utmost every 
resource ot profit, and success ; but in doing this 
it will, as a natural consequence, stimulate: his 
innate desire of gain, until it too frequently 
becomes an all-absorbing passion. If necessity 
is the mother of invention, acquisitivness is the 
hand-maiden of activity. 

In a community like ours, there can result no 
permanent evils from the successful acquisition 
of great wealth. If fortunes could be rendered 
inahenable ; if the law of primogeniture and 
entailment could devolve upon the son the 
miserly accumulation of the father, and restrain 
its dissipation by spend-thrift heir, very few 
generations would pass before a monied aristoc- 
racy would arise which would darken the heay- 
ens, and overshadow the land; but, as it is 
under our wise statutes of distribution, the weal- 
thy son not unfrequently finds himself in the 
end where the sali father found himself in 
the begining—at the very bottom of fortune’s 
wheel. The profits of trade occasionally flow like 
at pring tide into the possession of the sire, only 
to disappear again in the hands of the son, like 
the morning mist.

of the present time, less by the pressure of ne- 
cessity than by the universal aspiration to amass 
a fortune ; but what precise amount of property 
a fortune is, has never yet been determined.— 
The man who rises in the morning without 
knowing where he is to get a dinner, fixes it ata 
full supply of food. The artisan who gains an 
ample livelihood by his labor, places it perhaps 
ata thousand or two of dollars. The farmer or 
country trader considers ten or twenty thousand 
the sieinatem of his ambition: while the sue- 
cessful operator in the city will scarcely think of 
pausing to take breath before he counts a hun- 
dred thousand, with a reasonable expectancy of 
half a million —Boston Journal.

EXCITING SCENE ON THE ST. LAWRENCE. 


The seals taken on the St. Lawrence are of 
the species known as the hair seal, the largest 
of which aré as large as a bullock. Their skins— 
light lack and spotted—are taken from 
the animal With the fat and blubber, from one 
to three inches in thickness, attached to them. 
This is presently cut from the hide, when one 
goes to the. caldron, and yields an excellent oil, 
and the other gs salted for the tannery. 3 

The method of taking the seal is the following: 
There is set a line of stakes, sometimes a mile

LETTER FROM THE MINES. 


Mvureuy’s Calaveras Co. May 23, 
‘e reached this place a few days since, 
twelve miles from Sonora. crossing the Stanis- 
laus at Abbey’s Ferry. We came by a horse 
trail and found the scenery along the way, especi- 
ally at the river where it dashes along through 
a deep mountain gorge, uncommonly bold and 
attractive. Since our visit here one year since, 
Marphy’s has increased very much in size and 
business. Among the improvements we notice 
the erection of many fine buildings. A Metho- 
dist chureh and parsonage have been built, both 
neat in their appearance and painted. This work 
has been aecomp!ished within a short time, 
through the efforts of Rev. Mr. Caldwell, a 
young man, who labors with great acceptance 
among this people. With the increase of families, 
and there are many pleasant and intelligent ones 
here, we are happy to note as a sign of progress 
the erection of His church, in whose worship 
Christians without distinetion of name unite on 
the Sabbath. A school likewise is now in suc- 
cessful operation under the care of a young lady 
here, of experience and capacity as a teacher. 
The prospects of Murphys are certainly very 
Hattering, and it is pleasant to speak of these 
evidences of social and moral progress among 
her kind hearted and agreeable people. Apart 
from the mineral treasures which abound here, 
the growth of the town may be attributed in a 
larve measure to the facilities for building fuar- 
nished by two Steam Saw Mills here running, 
and more especially to the introduction of the 
waters of the Stanislaus into this region for 
mining purposes. This last enterprise has been 
accomphshed by the “ Union Water Company,” 
under the direction of its enterprising President, 
Capt. Wm. H. Hanford, formerly of Monmouth, 
New Jersey. To his skill as a projector, and 
energy in carrying forward the work, is its sue- 
cess mainly owing. It promises to yield a rieh 
harvest to those interested in it, as its waters 
will supply a large extent of mining region. 
\ VISIT TO THE MAMMOTH TREE. 

In company with some ladies and gentlemen, 
twelve in number, and on horse back, we left 
Murphy's one morning to visit the Great Tree, 
which was recently discovered: in «a mountain 
forest sixfeen miles east of Murphy's. Our route 
lay fora few miles along the bed ot a stream, 
whose sloping sides are sprinkled with oak and 
white-flowering shrubs, when crossing over and 
ascending part way a hill we pursued in single 
file our devious, wandering way. We_- soon 
struck the Union Company's road, which they 
are exeavating some miles along and between 
the hills to enable them to haul their lumber 
down. Five miles brought us to their dam to 
which point they toat their lumber by canal. 
and five more—sometimes along the line of their 
works and sometimes under them as the flume 
erossed a ravine at a viddy height—to their Saw 
Mill. Here two forks of the Stanislaus unite to 
furnish the mill power, where already more than 
300,000 feet of superior lumber has been cut, 
and awaits transportation to some market be- 
low. 

Here ina log cabin we were most hospitably 
entertained with refreshments by some agents of 
the Company, John Chinamen serving them up. 
With one of our hosts who kindly offered his ser- 
vices as a guide, we again moved on, and soon 
commenced ascending a high ridge well timber- 
ed in places with pine and cedar. On either side 
were deep ravmes dark with thick under growth, 
and occasionally a finewiew of the snowy moun- 
tains beyond broke upon our view. After follow- 
ing this ridge some five mile we looked down 
upon a small valley between the hills watered 
by one of the head branches of the Calaveras. 
The soil was a deep rich loam, and gave birth 
to a race of giant trees, among which however, 
stood peerless and alone the Monarch of the 
American Forest. We descried it at once, and 
descending soon found ourselves gazing with 
silent emotions of wonder and awe at this mag- 
nificent specimen of the vegetable world. It is 
not merely immense in size, but it is round and 
symmetrical in shape, sand still vigorous and 
undecayed. It is a perfect tree. It grows upon 
one the more he looks upon it, walks round it, 
and attempts to guage its vast dimensions. Its 
height seems not in proportion to its diameter 


until the tree is viewed at a little distance off 


and the eye is lifted to its summitt, when its 
majestic stateliness is fully impressed upon the 
mind. It does not taperto a point, but its top 
has the appearance of being bent down, or 
broken off, probably by the weight of snow 
which settles upon these trees in winter. 

This tree belongs to the coniferous family, but 
whether it be a Cedar, Red-wood, or Arborvite, 
as it has been severally called by different per- 
sons, we are unable to say, we are inclined how- 
ever to think it is the latter. The sap of the 
wood has no smell like the Cedar, nor does it 
appear as coarse as the Red-wood. We 
leave this matter for decision to our botanical 
friend, Dr. Kellogg, to whom we shall forward 
specimens of the wood, cone and foliage. 

By careful measurement we ascertained the

They then claim for Tai-ping, as he is now sty!- 
ed, a Divine commission to expel the Manchees, 
exterminate the Budhist and other idolatrous 
sects and to establish the “ worship of the True 
God.” Indeed, he seems to he looked on as a 
prophet or inspired person, and they relate mir 
acles which have been performed by him. We 
might expect such extravagances, especially 
among a heathen people. They would arise 
from the almost miraculous circumstances that 


have attended the conception and course of this 


movement. 
On referring to the English newspapers, the 
news from Canton and Shanghai proclaim suc- 


cesses so extraordinary that, if continued, the 
leader of the insurgent army must before many 
'months occupy the throne now held by the 
| Manchees. 


The Editor of the ~ Chma Mail,” 
who until now has ridiculed this army as a mere 
band of thieves. writes in the following strain. 


“For a long time the rebels seem to have con- 
lined themselves to a comparatively remote part 
of the province of Kwang-si, and to have con- 
tented, themselves with levying contributions in 
money from the towns and villages through 
which they passed; but two or three victories 
over the wretched levies sent to oppose them, 
infused new life and vigor into their movements, 
and @aving passed the natural mountainous bar- 
rier which separates Kwang-si ahd the two ad- 
joining provinces from the rest of China Proper, 
we find them passing with great rapidity through 
the provinces on the other side of this barrier 
towards the ancient capital of the empire, and 
exhibiting an unity of design and a tenacity of 
purpose that betoken the presence among them 
of a master spirit. And the most novel feature 
of their progress is the display of an iconoclastic 
zeal in strange contrast to the usual Chinese in- 
difference on such subjects ; not to be accounted 
for by any supposed design to re-establish the 
monotheism, which China, in common with all 


| other nations, in the earlier and purer days of its 
Fnational existence no doubt possessed; nor by 


any idolatrous association that attaches to the 
present a : for the image worship of China 
Was prevalent long before its votaries were com- 
pelled to wear tails. The only way in which it 
ean be explained is, by supposing the chief him- 
self to have attained e knowledge of the 
religion of the West, either from books or per- 
sonal instruction, or that he has among his fol- 
lowers and advisers some professors of that re- 
ligion.”” 

Tai-ping has now the best part of China at 
his feet, embracing some six or seven of the 
a provinces, and indeed, the vital portions 
of the empire. The ancient city of Nanking 
was expected soon to surrender to his army, 
which held it in siege: and the people of Su- 
ehau, and Shanghai, had fled in large numbers, 
while the officers of government were appealing 
in the most importunate terms to foreigners to 
assist them. A circular has been sent to the 
consuls of England, America, France, Portugal, 


and Hamburg, requesting the aid of Steamers 


and vessels of war. [ need only add that it is 
searce probable these powers will so soon forget 


| the haughtiness and slights of these Tartars, 


or render aid when a native Chinese seeks to 
free his country from their grievous yoke, and to 
give civilization and Christianity to his long be- 
nighted country.

In closing this letter I may remark that the 
news now thrown before the public in relation 
to the progress of this so called “rebellion” 
shows a series of providences the most amaz- 
ing.

We quote the following as 
specimens. The Van Buren ( Ark.) Intelligences 
of the last of March says :-— 


The number of strangers in our city, and ar- 
riving daily, indicate a large emigration over the 
southe:n route to California this spring. Many 
of our own citizens, as well as persons from 
abroad, are collecting large herds of cattle, which 
they intend to drive to California. The bustle 
aad stir of business, that animate our workshops. 
show «a degree of preparation and a knowledge 
of requirements for thetrip. Many of those who 
are for the journgy are experienced in 
overland travelling to the-land of and inex- 
perienced persons who accompany them. will 
feel assured of a safe conduct. 

Van Buren is situated near the head of em- 
vration on the Arkansas river, in the midst of the 
oldest settled and most populous part of the 
State. Emigrants leaving this point have one 
great advantage over those starting from the 
Missouri frontier, in this, that the grass springs 
earlier, by some two or three weeks, on this 
route, than it does on the Independence or north- 
ern routes : and emigrants can proceed near hal! 
their journey from this point before the emigra- 
tion starts from Independence or Weston. It is 
a conceded fact, sustained by the reconnoisance 
of otheers of the army, as well as by emigrants, 
that wood, waters and grass, are more abundant 
on this route than upon any other now known.— 
The country is generally level, and the passes 
through the Rocky Mountains safer, easier and 
shorter than the route through the “ Southern 
Pass Nand the Salt Lake. 


The Springfield (IL) Register of April 7th, 
contains the following : 


For a few days past our streets have been en- 
livened with @alifornia wagons from Ohio and 
Indiana, and several have originated here. It ix 
plainly perceivable that there is, this season, a 
vast emigration to Oregon and California—prin- 
cipally to California.

This error proceeds from the 
fact-that people have become so habituated to 
the subject that a trip te that country excites no 
remark.

In an attempt to shoe hinr again, he re- 
sisted all efforts, kicked aside everything 
but an anvil, and came near killing him-

hack to the stable unshod. )\ This was 
his only defect; in all other res 


where he might work barefoot, when by 
mere accident an officer in our service 
lately returned from Mexico, was pass- 
ing, and being made acquainted with 
the ditheulty, applied a complete reme- 
dy by the following simple process. 

He took a cord about the size of a 
common bed cord, put it into the mouth 
of the horse like a bit, and tied it tightly 
on the top of the animal's head, passing 
his left ear under the string, not painful- 
ly tight, but tight enough to keep the ear 
down aud the cord in its. place. This 
done he patted the horse gently on the 
side of the head and commanded him to 
follow: and instantly the horse obeyed, 
perfectly subdued and as gentle and obe- 
dient as a well trained dog; suffering 
his feet to be lifted with impunity, and 
acting in all respects like an old stager. 
That simple string thus tied made hin 
at once as docile and obedient auny 
one could desire, The gentleman who 
thus furnished this exceedingly simple 
means of subduing a very dangerons pro- 
pensity, jutimated that it is practiced in 
Mexico and South America in the man- 
agement of wild horses,—W. Y. Com- 
mercial Advertiser.

Curae Move or Bitrerinc Water. 
—As etlicient a filter as can possibly be 
constructed may be made in a few min- 
utes by any person, and at the cost of a 
very few pence. Procure a clean flow- 
er-pot of the common kind, close the 
opening in the bettom by a_ piece of 
sponge, then place in the inside a layer 
of small stones, previously cleaned by 
washing, this layer may be about two 
inches deep, the upper stones being very 
small; next procure some” freshly burnt 
charcoal, which has not been kept in a 
damp or foul place, as it rapidly absorbs 
any strong smells, and so becomes taint- 
ed and unfit for such purpose; reduce 
this to powder, and mix it with twice its 
bulk of clear, well-washed, sharp sand; 
with this mixture fill the pot to within a 
short distance of the top, covering it with 
a layer of small stones, or what is et 
haps better, place a piece of thick close 
Hannel over it, large enough to tie round 
the rim of the pot outside, and to form a 
hollow inside, into which the water to be 
filtered is to be poured, and which it will 
be found to flow out rapidly through the 
sponge in an pure state — 
‘The flannel removes the grosser impuri- 
ties floating in the water, but the latter 
absorbs much of the decaying animal 
and vegetable bodies actually dissolved
